The body of Zora Buruc, n servant girl, 


aged 20 yean, was found near Lincoln 
yofitorday forenoon, with her iikull frac- 
tured aud her throat out—dead. 


TUB PABTIOD LAWS 


of the dreadful deed BO tar aa known at 
present, are as follows:

LINCOLN, 111., Oct. 10.—Lost Saturday 


morning Mian Zora Burns, aged 20 yonw, 
arrived here from Vandalia by way ot 
Deoatur.and stopped at. the Lincoln House. 
She had previously lived in Lincoln, and 
wag employed as a servant girl in the 
family of O. A. Carpenter, ot tho grain 
firm of Esten & Carpenter, She stayed at 
the Lincoln House until evening, and then 
alter paying her bill she left, and was 
seen no more until found dead at 9 o'clock 
Monday forenoon on the outskirts ot the 
town, with her throat out and skull frne- 
tnred. It was not until four o'clock in 
tho afternoon that the identity ot tho 
murdered young woman was discovered' 
and then only by a daughter ot Mr. Car- 
penter who recognized her by a ring aud 
the clothes she wore. 


The body was brought to Lincoln by 


the Coroner, nnd ttiU forcnoou a pott 
mortem examination was held, when it 
was learned that the poor girl had been 
betrayed and was meientc. Tho motive 
for the killing was then discovered. 


The inquest will be held on Wednesday 


and in the meantime every effort is being 
made to discover a oluo that will lead to 
the arrest of tho guilty villians. 


At the point whcro tho body was found 


wore discovered the tracks of a buggy 
leading toward Lincoln, and this clue is 
being worked for all it is worth. Suspi- 
cion points to two tough characters who 
are known to have been attentive to tho 
murdered girl before she left Lincoln, 
some months ago, and they nro being 
watched closely. The buggy oluo is con- 
sidered a good ono, ns it is believed it will 
bo easy to ascertain who wore out riding 
in tho direction of tho soeno of tlio crime 
after Saturday evening wbou tho girl left 
the hotel.
